But they 
played fo r the breaks and schedule 
a caucus to put new life into the 
drive. 
Yesterday the Misso urians put a 
clincher o n their determinatio n to 
stick with Symingto n all the way 
in to mo rro w’s vo ting. They ado pt­ 
ed a mo tio n to keep o n vo ting fw 
him until so meo ne else wins the 
no minatio n. 
The Symingto n backers, o perat­ 
ing o n do natio ns co llected since 
the co nvwitio n o pened, figure 
a 
deadlo ck between Adlai Steven­ 
so n and Averell Harriman must 
develo p befo re they can start to 
mo ve. 
If that h^pens, then they must 
be in a po sitio n to mo ve fast to 
co llect any stray “favo rite so n” 
v o t e s that might be ready to 
switch.

The plea embraced 51 co unts o f 
the 54 o riginally co ntained in the 
f^eral indictment. Ho dge also has 
been indicted by the staite o f Illi­ 
no is. The go verno r dro pped three

the 
co unts 
fo r 
technical 
reaso ns. 
After the hearing. Judge Bar­ 
nes summo ned state and federal 
atto rneys into hus chambers and 
to ld them “it is my de.sire that 
the sentence

tences impo sed by the state.” 
The federal indictmerk o riginal­ 
ly accused Ho dge and his two co ­ 
defendants,

It was mo ving to ward the no rth 
at o nly 7 m.p.h. and is expected 
to -co ntinue mo ving to ward the 
no rth o r no rth-no rtheast during 
the next 12 ho urs • with a mo re 
no rtheasterly swing

Betsy had winds 
o f 120 m.p.h 
o ver a small area near the center 
and hurricane winds extended o ut

CHICACrO —- Convention politics in this sprawl­ 
ing, vibrating city can be as changeable as the 
Canadian breeze off Lake Michigan or the hot 
wind off the prairies. It can be as dean as the 
tower along the lake front built on chewing 
gum or putrid as the stodtyards or as tawdry 
as the B-girl dives along Wabash Avenue. 
In 
brief, Chicago » unpredictable and so is con­ 
vention politics. . . . But in a city which has 
seen W^ren G. Harding’s name pulled out of a 
smoke-filled deadlock between General I^eonard 
Wood and Governor Frank 0, I>owden. that .saw 
Harry Trum «i’s name c«ne out of a smoke- 
filled room to be vice-president, and which saw 
Richard Nixon’s name zoom out of another 
smoke-filled room to soar from a relative im- 
known to ofie of the more famous names in the 
natiim against this background, a .tfcrange thmg 
happwied at this convention. , . . Two m «i sat 
down in a smoke-filled room in which neither 
smdted and neither proposed a deal. 
The tw'o 
had fought each other thrxnigh Minnesota. Flo­ 
rida, CalifmTiia, had said some unkind things 
about each other. But in a hotel room in Chi­ 
cago they sat down and talked things over to­ 
gether. . . . They talked for an hour and a haJtf. 
Estes Kefauver outlined the delegates he thought 
were weak and might not go to Stevenson; also 
the delegates that were likely to follow his ad­ 
vice and support Stevenson. He went over the 
political chart of the U S A. state by state; Adlai

Kefauver asked for noth­ 
ing in return. Stevenson offered nothing in re­ 
turn — a rarity in American politics. 
Love that Lyndon — Two days before the Chi­ 
cago Merry-Go-Round opened tall, handsome 
Ljmdon Johnson of Texas had no more idea 
of taking hi.s candidacy seriously than he did of 
abandoning hi.s campaign to help big gas. oU 
producers. 
Suddenly on the Hilton’s 2.3rd flcxir 
carpenters began nailing to.gether a John.son 
booth. 
Suddenly Johnson placard.^: blossomed 
from nowhere; red silk “ Iy)ve That Lvmdon” 
ribbons were passed out to anyone looking re­ 
motely like a Texan. 
Suddenly, also. L>mdon 
flew to Chicago. . . . reason: 
Lyndon heard via his old friend and political 
mentor Sam Rayburn, that Harrj’ Truman was 
coming out for Averell Harriman—which meant 
a possible deadlocked convention, a race in 
which a dark horse might win. 
Truman’s an- 
nftuncement was to be at 3:30. That was why 
Lyndon, one of the smartest political operators 
of thi.s generation, beat him to it with hLs own 
announcement at 1:.30 p. m. that he was in the 
race to stay. . , . Wliether he stays or performs 
a holding operation for his friend. Sen. Stuart 
Symington of Missouri, remains to be seen. 
In 
either event, cardiac Lyndon was missing no 
tricks — even if he did knock another prop out 
from under the best campaign issue the Demo­ 
crats have, the health of cardiac Eisenhower. 
Scurrying delegates — Almost none of the Ke- 
fauver-Stevenson faithful knew their chieTs had 
huddled alone in a nonsmoke-filled room, had 
discussed their delegates, but made no deals 
They al.so didn’t know that Harriman's men had
